communicate to them, ın person, his Message.

The House met pursuant to adoyurnment, and was opencd with 
payer, by the Rev. Mr. Mazzuchelln

clect from Des Moincs county appeared, and having been sworn into 
office by the Governor, were admitted to seats. 

Mr. Blhs, fiom the committee to whom was referred the resolu- 
tion to diaft rules for the government of the House, reported the 
following, wich were read and adopted:

7th—Reports in possession of the House, which offer grounds 
fo. a bill, are to be taken up, that the bill may be ordered in. 
Rth—Bills or other matters before the House, and unfinished the 
meceding day. 
Mh—'These matters being despatched, for expediting business, 
the gencral file of bills and other papers are then taken up, agreea- 
bly to their first introduction to the House. 


STANDING RULES. 


I. The [louse of Representatives shall choose by ballot onc of 
then own number to occupy the Chair. He shall be styled Speaker 
of the Llouse of Represeutatives. He shall hold his office during one 
session of the Legislative Assembly. He shall take the Chair at the 
hour to which the House 1s adjourned, and call the members to order; 
and, if a quorum be present, he shall direct the minutes of the pre- 
ceding day to”be read, and mistakes, if any, corrected. He shall 
preserve order and decorum, and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the [Touse. In committee of the whole he 
shall "call some member to the chur, and may debate any question 
before the committee; but such substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment. He shall, unless otherwise directed by the House, 
appoint all committees He shall vote on a call of the yeas and 
nays Inthe ab-ence of the Speaker, the eu hall appoint a 
Speaker, pro tem 
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if. Any member may have a call of the Hlousc, and have absent 
members sent for. 

II. All questions shall be put in this form: «+ You who are of 
the opmion (as the case may be) say, Aye.” ‘* Those of the con- 
trary opinion, say No;” and ın doubtful cases any member may 

call for a division. 

; IV. When a motion 1s made and seconded ıt shall be stated by 

the member, or rcad by the Secretary, previous to debate. If anv 

member require it, all motions anes to adjourn, postpone or commit) 

shall be reduced to writing. Any motion may be withdrawn by con- 

sent of the House, before decision or amendment. 

t V. Every member present, when a question ıs put, shall vote, 
unless the House shall, for special cause excuse him. 

23 VI. A motion to adjourn shall always be ın order, and be decided 
without debate. 

VII. When any member is about to speak in debate or delve. 

Š any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat ant¥ respectfully 
address himself to ‘ Mr. Speaker,” and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate and avoid‘ personality. 
VII. When twa“or more. members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name’the member who is first to speak. 
l IX. Whilst the Speaker is putting any question or addressing the 
House, none shall walk out of or &eross the House; nor in such 
case, or when a member is speaking, shall entertain private dis- 
.  coursés nor, whilst a member is speaking, shall pass between him 
. and te Char. 3 ; 
ve X.**No -member shall speak more than twice on any question with- 
| „out leave of the House.

XI. When @ question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
“unless to postpone, toamend, to take the previous question, to com-

v mand of any member, and, until decided, shall preclude all amend-

XVI. The first rcading of a bill shall bo fo: information, and if 
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objections be made to it, the question shall be, “ Shall the bill be re- 
jected?” If no objections be made, o1 the question to reject be lost, 
the bill shall go to its second reading without farther question. 

XVII. All bills, on a second reading, shall be considered by the 
Ilouse ım committee of the whole, before it shall be taken up and 
considered by the House. The final question upon every bill or re- 
solution that requires three readings previous to being passed, shall 
be, “whether it shall be engrossed and read a third tme?” No 
* bill or resolution that requires three readings shall be committed or 
amended until it shall have been twice read. 

XIX. When a question is lest on engrossing a bill for ’a third 
reading on a particular day, it shall not preclude a question to en- 
gross it for a third reading on a different day; nor shall any subject 
be a second time reconsidered without the consent of the House. 
On the third reading of a bill ora resolution, no amendment (except 
to fill blanks) shall be received, except by unanimous consent of the 
members present. 

XX. When @# bill is engrossed, the Speaker shall, at the time 
previously appointed by the House, announce it as ready for a third 
reading, without a question. 

XXI. A bill or resolution may be committed at any time previous 
to its passage; if any amendment be reported upop such commit- 
ment, by any other than a committee of the whole, the billl shall 
again be read a second time and considered as in commttee of the 
whole, and the question for its engrossment and third reading again 
put. 


XXII. In filling bianks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
first put. 


XXII. When the House 1s equally divided, in such case the 
qrestion shall be lost. i 

XXIV. When a motion or question has been once made and car- 
med in the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any mem- 
ber of the majority to move for the reconsideration thereof, on the 
same or the succeeding day. 

XXV. All acts, addresses and resolutions, shall be signed by the 
Speaker, and all writs, warrants, and subpeenas, issued by order . 
of the House, shall be undor his hand and seal attested by the Sec- ` 
retary. et 

XXVI. Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addresstd to the 
House, shall be presented by any member-in his place; a brief 
statement of the contents thereof shall be made verbally by the mem- 
ber introducing the same, and shall not be ‘debated or decided on the 
day of their being first read, unless where the House shall direct 
otherwise; but shall he on the table (to be taken up in the order 
they werd read,) or be referred, on motion, to a committee. 

XXVII. Aftey-a bill shell have passed the House, and before it 
shall he sent to the Council, it shall be duly enrolled; after which- 
it shall be examined by a standing commutteo for that purpose, who 
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shall carefully compare the enrolment with the engrogscd bill, and 
correcting any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled bill, 
shall make their report forthwith to the Iouse. 

XXVIII. After examination and report, cach bill shall be certified 
by the Secretary, and by him transmitted to the Council; the day of 
transmission shall be entered on the journal. 

XXIX. A Secretary, a Recording, an Enrolling, and an Engross- 
ing Clerk, shall be appointed by ballot, to hold their places during 
the pleasure of the House. They shall take an oath for the true 
and faithful discharge of their respective duties in office. ‘The Se- 
eretary shall keep a correct Journal of the daily proceedings, and 
oo such other duties as shall appertain to him as Secretary 

e shall let no journal. records, accounts, or papers, be taken from 
the table or out of his custody, other than by the regular mode of bu- 
siness of the House; and if any papers in his charge shall he ms 
sing, he shall make report to the Speaker, that it may be tnquired 
mto. It shall be the duty of the Recording Clezk to record the 
Journal of Proceedings agreeably to the original furnished him by 
the Secretary. It shall be the duty of the Enrolling Clerk to trans- 
scribe, copy and enroll bills. It shall be the duty of the Engrossing 
Clerk to write out in a fair, round hand, all bills and resolutions or- 
dered to be engrossed. The Secretary and Clerks in the discharge 
of their duties, shall be subject to the direction of the Speaker o1 of 
the House. 

“XXX. A Sergeant-at-Arms, Doorkeeper, Messenger, and Assıst- 
ant Messenger, shall be appointed by ballot, to hold their offices 
during the pleasure of the House, whose duty it shall be to attend the 
House during its sittmg and to execute the commands of the Speah- 
er and the House. They shall take an oath truly and faithfully tò 
discharge their respective duties in office. 

XXXI. When d message shall be sent from the Governor to the 
House, it shall be communicated to the Chair, by the person by whom 
it may be,sent. 

XXXII. No person shall be elected to any office created by these 
rules, unless he shall receive á majority of the whole number of 
votes given by the members of the House. 

XXXIII No member or officer of the House shall be permitted 
to.read the newspapers within the bar of the House, while the House 
is In session. . 

XXXIV. The Speaker of the House is authorised and required 
to administer all oaths prescribed by these rules. ee 

XXXV. Every resolution read (by the Secretary,) by-direotion 
of a member shall be considered to be before the.House. And the 
question to adopt or reject, may be immediately put on such resolu- 
tion, unless upon motion of a member, the same may be laid on the 
table. 

XXXVI. It shall be competent for any member, when a question ~ 
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is taken, to call for the ayes and nays, Which shall be recorded by 
the Secretary, if required. 

XXXVII. No standing rule or order of the House shall be re- 
scinded or changed without one day’s notice being given of the mo- 
tion therefor. Nor shall any rule be suspended except by a vote 
of at least two thirds of the members present.—Nor shall the order 
of business, as established by the rules of the House, be postponed 
or changed, cxcept by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members 
present. ý 

XXXVII. All bills brought into the House by any member or 
committee, shall be endorsed with the name of the member or com- 
mittee bringing 1n the same. 

XXXIX. When a member be called to order, he shall sit down 
until the Speaker shall have determined whether he is in order or 
not, and every question of order shall be decided by the Speaker, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any two members; and if a 
member be called to order for words spoken, the exceptionable words 
shall be imfnediately taken down in writing, that the Speaker and 
House may be better enabled to judge of the matter. a 

XL. The stated time of meeting for the transaction of business 
shall be at 10 o’clock, A. M. 


A message was received from Council, asking the concurrence 
of the House to the followmg resolution: 

« Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to act, in 
conjunction with a similar committee of the lower House, in prepa- 
ring rules for the government of the two houses, and that the Sec- 
retary inform the House of Representatives of the same.”

Childs, Elhs, Sheldon, Cornwall, Durkee, Boyles, Smith, Parkinson, 
M’Knight, Shanley, Cox, Wheeler, Nowlin, Camp, Engle, Quig- 
ley, Leffler, Blair, Box, Teas, Jenkins, Lockwood, and Dallam, 
- were present. : 

On motion of Mr. Dallam, 

Ordered, That the House do now proceed to an election of officers. 
Messrs. Leffler and Sheldon were appointed Tellers. 
On motion of Mr. Childs, 
Ordered,, That the election of Speaker be first taken up. 
And ‘the ballots being taken and counted, it was found that 
2 
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Mr. Ellis had received nine votes; 
Mr. Leffler had received one vote; 
Mr. Engle had received thirteen votes; and 
Mr- Dallam had received one vote. 


The Chair thereupon declared Mr. Engle to be duly elected. 


On motion of Mr. Ellis, 

’ Messrs. Childs and Ellis were appointed to conduct the Speaker 
to the Chair; from whence he made his acknowledgments to the 
House in the words following: 

GentLemen:—The situation in which your kindness has placed 
me, is at once flattering and embarassing.—To be the presiding of- 
ficer of a branch of the first Legislative Assembly of this Territory, 
is an honor to which the oldest and ablest of our citizens might well 
aspires—but when it is conferred on one whose claims are so feeble 
as my own, whether estimated on the score of abilities to discharge 

ithe delicate and important duties of the station, or of long acquaint- 

ance with, and established character among the memberSof this body, 
that I feel entirely at a loss to account for this extraordinary mark 
of confidence. 

It cannot but be highly gratifying to my feelings toenjoy the per- 
sonal esteem and respect of this body; yet I can assure you all, 
gentlemen, that your partiality has placed me in a situation that will 
be full of embarassments. : 

My own want of experience in duties of this kind, will, I fear, 
tend to multiply the difficulties with which we are surrounded, and 
I wish that some one had been selected, whose opportunities have 
been greater, and whose knowledge of the rottine of parliamentiary 
proceedings is more extensive than my own; and although I am 
sensible that I am incurring a great responsibility in accepting this 
trust, yet [ do not feel myself at liberty to shrink from it. It is a 
duty of a high nature, which I am solemnly called upon to perform 
by the chosen agents of the people—a duty involving great labor and 
attention, and the sacrifice of much personal convenience.—Although 
I see but too clearly the difficulties before me, lam cheered by the 
reflection that the same kindness which has been displayed towards 
me in elevating me to this chair, will readily palliate or excuse any 
errors that I may commit, if it ‘shall appear, as I trust it will, that 
they are errors of the head and not of the heart. 

The duties of the first Legislative Assembly willbe arduous and 
laborious. The eyes of the people of the Territory are upon their 
first Legislators; there is much to be done and a short time to do it 
in; we are thrown here together from the remote corners of this 
vast Territory, without the advantage of much previous acquaint- 
ance to give an efficient organization toan entirely new government, 
and there is much expected of us. Our citizens have a right to ask 
that our tite, talents, and exertions, should be devoted with a single- 
ness of purpose to the advancement of the interests of this great and 
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flourishing Territory.—The progress of business will depend much 
upon the spirit with which ıt 1s commenced,—where interests are 
conflicting and adverse a proper spirit of moderation and conciliation 
should be observed, and especially in debates on the floor of this 
house, it is impoftant that all asperities and personalities should be 
avoided.—A course of this kind will tend greatly to promote the 
business for which we have been sent here, it will encourage a tone 
of amity and good fellowship amongst members from the different 
sections of country, and it will render comparatively light and plea- 
sant the duties of this chair. 


I thank you, gentlemen, for the confidence which you have thought 
proper to bestow en me. : 
On motion of Mr. Camp, 
The House proceeded to the election of other officers. 


Before further proceeding was had, the hour of twelve o’clock 
arrived, wnen the Council having met the House in the Representa- 
tive Hall, his’ Excellency, the Governor, was introduced, and deliver- 
ed the following message:— ` 


Fellow Citizens of the Council, 
ani. House of Representatives: 

We have been convened under an act of Congress of the United 
States establishing the territorial Government of Wisconsin, for the 
purpose of enacting such laws as may be required for the govern- 
mentof the people of this territory. ‘The present and future prosperity 
of the people of this territory, greatly depends upon -the laws whith 
may be passed at the present session of the Legislative Assembly. 
You will have my most cordial co-operation in the discharge of the 
high responsible duties that devolve on you as the representatives of 
the people. z o 

The judicial power of this territory, under the organic law of Con- 
gress, is vested in a Supreme Court, District Court, Probate Courts, 
and Justices of the Peace. If would recommend the early action of 
the Legislative Assembly in defining the jurisdiction and powers of 
the several Courts of this territory, dividing the territory into judicial 
districts, and prescribing the times and places of holding the proper 
Courts, There is now in confinement in several counties in this ter- 
ritory, criminals charged with capital offences; and the due adminis- 
tration of justice requires that they should be tried as early as com- 
petent courts can be organized. ‘The judiciary is one of the most 
important branches of our territorial governments the lives, liberties, 
and property of all classes of the community, depend on the due 
and impartial administration of the laws. : 

I would recommend to the Legislative Assembly, at an early day 
of their session, that a memorial be forwarded to the Congress of 
the United States, on the subject of extending the right of pre-emp- 
tion, to a numerous and respectable portion of the inhabitants of this 
territory, who are now scttledon the public lands. The policy here- 
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tofore pursued by the Government, in granting the right of pre-emp- 
tion to actual settlers, has induced many families to emigrate to this 
territory, believing the same indulgence would be extended to them 
that had been granted to others. Relying on the justice of the go- 
vernment, they have invested all their means in the improvement of 
this country; and to be placed in competition with speculators in the 
purchase of their homes, would bring ruin and distress on many families. 
‘The actual settlers on the public lands have brought this territory into 
notice, and have been the means of producing a large amount in the 
‘Treasury of the United States. ‘The public lands were intended for 
the benefit of the actual settler, who depends alonc on the soil for 
support. They are ready at all times to defend their homes at the 
risk of every thing dear to freemen. By granting them the right of 
pre-emption they will be cnabled to purchase their homes at the go- 
yernment price, which is a small boon extended to this meritorious 
class of the community, for all the privations incident to the settle- 
ment of a new country. The policy of the government in granting 
pre-emption rights to actual settlers, has grown with the growth and 
strengthened with the strength of the western country. $t is a poli- 
cy wise and just. The relation of landlord and tenant should never 
exist in this country; it is contrary to the spirit of our free institu- 
tions; and surely the representatives of a great and enlightened peo- 
ple will shield the actual settler and his family from the avaricious 
grasp of the speculator. Congress having passed a law at their last 
session, granting to the actual occupants of town lots on the land of 
the United States, the privilege of purchasing their lots at a fixed 
price, has established a precedent that gives the actual settler strong 
claims on the justice of the Government. From the present state 
of the United States Treasury, it would seem there could be no ne- 
cessity for selling the public lands to the actual settler at the high 
price of one dollar anda quarter an acre; in justice, the price of the 
public lands should be reduced and graduated according to the value 
of the land. From the great extent of the public domain of the Ter- 
ritory, yet to be surveyed, it would seem the public interest would 
be greatly promoted by the establishment of a Surveyor Gencral’s 
Office within their territory, and the location of two Land Offices 
west of the Mississippi. p Í 

would suggest the propriety of memorializing Congress as to the 
justice of granting to all the miners who have obtained the owner- 
ship of mmeral grounds, under the regulations of the superintendant 
of the United States Lead Mines, either by discovery or purchase, 
the right of pre-emption in the purchase of their mineral lots at the 
minimum price of the public lands. By the persevering industry of 
the miners, the lead mines have greatly increased in value; they have 
been in war, many of them, the brave defenders of the mining region 
of country; they werc invited by the Government, through their agents, 
to explore and work the United States mines. This meritorious class 
of the community have strong claims on the justice and liberality of 
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the government, that I trust will not be withheld from them. By 
selling the United States lead mines, without a reservation securing 
the rights of the miners, they would be deprived of valuable mineral 
grounds that they have exercised ownership over for years; they 
would not be able to compete with speculators whose object will be 
to make a monopoly of all the mineral grounds in this extensive lead 
1egion of country. 

{ would recommend a memorial to Congress should be prepared, 
at an early day of the Legislative Assembly, on the subject of the 
necessary Internal Improvements inthis territory. Forty thousand 
dollars were appropriated at the last session of Congress for the re- 
moval of the obstructions in the rapids of the upper Mississippi. I 
would suggest the propriety of asking of Congress an appropria- 
tion of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars for the completion of 
this important public measure. The annual transportation over 
these rapids amounts to several millions of dollars. The great in- 
crease in the commerce of the upper Mississippi within the last two 
years, the large amount of lead annually shipped from the lead 
mines, now sufficient for the consumption of the United States, and 
the increased value of the public lands on the shores of the upper 
Mississippi, where towns are building on the most eligible situations, 
give the citizens of this territory strong claims on the patronage of 
their Government. ; 

The shipping interest on Lake Michigan for the last two years 
has increased to a great extent, and little has been done by the Go- 
vernment to protect it. Appropriations for the construction of har- 
bors and light-houses, are of the first importance to protect our com- 
merce, as well as the lives of, enterprising citizens on Lake Michi- 
gan. Many lives, and property to a large amount, have been lost for 
the want of the necessary harbors on this Lake. I would suggest 
the propriety of asking of Congress an appropriation sufficient to 
cover the expense of surveying all the necessary harbors on Lake 
Michigan, and the construction of such harbors and light houses, at 
the most eligible situations, for the security and protcction of our 
lake trade. 

The improvement of the navigation of Fox river, I consider a 
subject of great importance to the citizens of this territory, and re- 
commend that an appropriation be asked of Congress for a survey 
of the Fox river from Green Bay to Fort Winnebago, `A small ap- 
propriation would remove the obstructions at the Grand and Little 
Kakalin, and by cutting a canal a short distance, one third of the 
distance would be shortened between Lake Winnebago and the port- 
age of the Wisconsin and Foxriyers. A canal, already commenced, 
of one mile and a quarter, will connect the waters of the Wisconsin 
and Fox rivers. This important public work has been commenced 
by an enterprising company, under a charter from the territory of 
Michigan, and it is expected, will be completed the next season. 
With the improyemtnt of the navigation of the Fox river, and con- 
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necting the waters of the Wisconsin with that river, we would have 
an.internal. communication between Lake Michigan and the Missis- 
sippi river, which would greatly facilitate our commercial operations 
on the Lakes, as well as the transportation of troops and munitions 
of war should it be necessary, for the protection of our exposed and 
extensive frontier. 

The improvement of the navigation of the Rock river, I consider 
a subject of vital importance to the future prosperity of this territo- 
ry- This river waters a large extent of fertile country; a small ap- 
propriation by Congress would be sufficient to remove the obstruc- 
tions in its navigation. It is known, that, from the outlet of the four 
lakes, that discharges itself into the Rock Riyer, the distance does 
not exceed twelve miles by Jand, and from the fourth lake, it is not 
more than sixteen miles to the Wisconsin river. Indians have fre- 
quently descended in canoes, in high waters, from the fourth lake to 
the- Wisconsin river. ‘Phe great advantage of this inland communi- 
cation must be apparent; it would greatly enhance the value of the 
national domain in that part of the territory, and increase the value 
of lands purchased by individuals from the government. The con- 
struction of a rail road, commencing at some suitable point on the 
Mississippi, in this territory, passing through the mining country to 
the Rock river, and direct ta lake Michigan, is a subject of great in» 
terest to the citizens of this territory, who have strong claims on the 
patronage of the Government in granting a donation in land for that 
important purpose. gy i 

Í recommend to the Legislative Assembly, the propriety of asking 
from. Congress a donation of one township of land, tq be sold, and 
the proceeds of the sale placed under the direction of the Legislative 
Assembly of this territory, for the establishment of an academy for 
the education of youth; the institution to be governed by such laws 
and regulations, and to be erected at such place as the Legislativa 
Assembly may designate. It is a duty we owe to the rising genera- 
tion to endeavor to deyise means to improve the condition of those 
that are to succeed us; the permanence of our institutions, must de> 
pend upon the intelligence of the great mass of the people. 

The organizing and arming of the militia I consider a subject of 
great interest.to the future peace of the people of this territory, from 
the great extent of our exposed and defenceless frontiers—situated, 
as they are, without arms and ammunition, fs: a state of things cal- 
culated to invite a sudden attack from the numerous Indians border- 
ing on our territory. We are now in a state of peace, and it is the 
proper time to make the necessary preparations te guard against fu~ 
ture events. - Experience should teach us, and the existing war in 
the South with the Seminole Indians admonishes us, of the necessity 
of being prepared. I would recommend the passage of a law or- 
ganizing one company of volunteer mounted riflemen in each of the 
counties of this territory, to be composed of sixty men each, exclu- 
sive of officers, and non-commissioned officers, with the privilege of 
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clecting their officers, to be uniformedand held at all times in readi- 
ness to take the field. These companies of mounted riflemen should 
by law be obliged to muster once during each of the summer and fall 
months, and every two months during the spring and winter months. 
Mounted riflemen are the most efficient troops for the protection and 
defence of our frontier settlements. I would recommend the pas- 
sage of a Jaw, making it the duty of the Adjutant General of the mi- 
litia to make a tour of muster and inspection of the-wilitia in each of 
the counties in this territory, for the purpose of drilling the officers 
of each regiment of militia, three days in each year before each re- 
gumental muster; and, after the muster and inspection of arms, it 
should be made the duty of the Adjutant General of the militia to re- 
port the strength of the militia of each regiment, with.the state and 
condition of their arms: this report to be made-annually to the .com- . 
mander-in-chief of the militia. These returns are important to ena- 
ble the territory to procure from the general government her propor- 
tion of the public arms, according to her numbers. The Adjutant 
General of the militia should receive a liberal compensation, by law, 
for his services. I would recommend to the Legislative Assembly 
the justice and propriety of asking of Congress, a deposit in this 
territory of three thousand stand of arms for the use of the citizens 
in the event of an Indian war—one half the number asked for to be 
rifles, and the remainder muskets,’ with fixed ammunition prepared 
sufficient for a campaign of four months. In addition to the mfles 
and muskets proposed, E would recommend there should be added 
four light brass field-pieces, not to exceed in weight three hundred 
pounds, (three pounders, ) fixed on carriages, with a supply of fixed 
ammunition for them. Experience has proven te us that in the first 
stages of our difficulties with the Indians, we have to depend on our 
own resources; the granting us the privilege of a deposit of arms 
might be a great saving to the government in a pecuniary point of 
view, and might be the means of saving many valuable lives in the 
event of an Indian war. Under the organic law of Congress it was 
made the duty of the executive to convene the Legislative Assembly 
at some place designated by him. In the discharge of that duty I 
have selected this place. The permanerit location of ‘the Seat of 
Government is a subject of vital importance to the people of this ter- 
ritory, and I deem it proper to state that my assent will be given to 
its location at any point where a majority of the representatives of the 


people agree it will best promote the public good. H. DODGE.

5. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly en- 
rolled by the Secretary of the House, or of the Council, as the bill 
may have originated in the one or the other House, before it shall be 
presented to the Governor. 

6. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint 
committee of two from the Council, and two from the House of Re- 
presentatives, appointed as a standing’ committee for that purpose, 


who shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills,. 


as passed in the two Houses, and correcting any errors that may be 
discovered in the enrolled bills, make their report forthwith to the 
respective Houses. 

7. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the 
respective Houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives, then by the President of the Council.

pended in opening said roids: Therefore, the memorial of the Le- 
gislative Assembly respectfully represents, that the said roads are of 
great importance to the iinprovements of the country through which 
they shall pass; that they will seatly enhance the value ot the pub- 
lic domain, and facilitate the settiement of the country; that there is 
no means of communicating from Green Bay with the shore of 
Lake Michigan, except by water around the peninsula, a distance of 
two hundred and seventy-five miles, while the distance by land across 
is only twenty-eight miles; that the opening of this road is alike 1m- 
portant to the wants of the citizens and the mferests of the Govern- 
ment, the public lands being nearly all unsold on the route. 

The road proposed to be opened on the west cide of Fox river, 
from Fort Winnebago to Fort Howard, will pass nearly all the way 
through the public land, and through a country which has at present 
no road; and the same reasons, with many othcrs that might be 
urged, are to be considered in favor of that route. - 

Your memorialists therefore, pray for an appropriation of seventy- 
five thousand dollars to bs expended under the direction of a special 
commissioner, on these two roads.

Thd Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin, respect- 
folly sheweth: : 

Plat as early as the year 1927, an appropriation was made by 
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Congress, for the purpose of causing a communication to be opened 
by land, from Green Bay to the Mississippi river, by the construc- 
tion of a road. It was expected the road would be of equal benefit 
to the citizens and the tYoops of the United Stotes, stationed on this 
frontier, there being no other tuan Indian trails lcading to and from 
the several military posts on tho Green Bay and the Mississippi. 
The amount of this appropriation was increased at several sessions 
of Congress afterwards, to the sums, a; your memorialists are in- 
formed, of fifteen thousand dolars, about two thousand of which was 
expended by the commissioners in examining the country, and loca- 
ting and surveying the route for the road, the length of which was 
two hunded and thirty-six ailes. ‘Troops have been employed for 
short periods, during the last two years, unon this road; but we are 
compelled to inform you that this work is not yet compleicd, and that 
several sections require further Labo. to render thom passable, 

Whatever may be the cause of the diay in its completion, upon 
which we do not wish to remark, if is unqucsiton Liy of great detri- 
ment to the country; and if we can caticirate that a movement of 
the troops is ever to be made by land, it must Le greatly to the inju- 
ry of the public service. We would respectiully ask, that the mode

Experience, and the recent difficalties with these unre- 

lenting foes, to the enterprising settlers of the country, have conclu- 
sively shown your memorialists the necessity of constant prepara- 

tion to prevent and effectually repelany attack that may be contem- 

plated or attempted by them hereafter; and as citizens must always 

depend upon their own resources, during the early stages of difficul- 

ties with the Indians, your memoarialists respectfully request that 
Congress will cause three thousand stand of arms to be deposited 

within the Territory, for the use of the citizens; one-half to be rifles 

and the balance muskets; and one thousand pistols of the late model. 
xecommended for the first regiment of dragoons. Also, four light 

brass field pieces, not to exceed three hundred pounds weight, (three 

pounders, ) fixed on carriages, with a supply of fixed ammunition for 
the whole, sufficient for a campaign of four months. 

Your memorialists deem it unnecessary to detail facts, to prove 
the expediency and necessity of granting their request, as the recent 
mid present difficulties with the natives, in various parts of the Uni- 
ted States and its Territories, and the disadvantages under which the 
white citizens labor in their controversies with the Indians, are fa- 
miliar to all.

It was recommended to Congress by the Legislative Council at 
their last session, to construct arail road from Lake Michigan to the 
Mississippi river, within this Territory, witha view to facilitate the 
communication between the Mississippi and the Atlantic border. 
The business which is at present prosecuted on the Upper Mississip- 
pi, is chiefly in furs and lead, both of which products are transport- 
ed to New York. It is estimated that there are fourteen millions 
of pounds of Jead transported annually from the mines of this Terri- 
tory to New York, by way of New Orleans; and the value of the 
furs taken to the same market may be estimated at one million of 
doHars. As the settlement of this country advances, its products will 
as rapidly increase, as also the demand for those articles of merchan- 


dise which can only Le obtained from foreign countries. Jt may ea-

sily be conceived that this gemmiinication is of vast importance, not 
only to the inhabitants of this Territory, but the nation. The whole 
of the northwestern region, from the Wisconsin river to the northern 
boundary of the United States, in which there are extensive bodies 
of fertile land, situated onthe borders of navigable rivers, and em- 
bracing many millions of acres, nearly equal to the area of the whole 
United States, is yet to be settled.. Not a white man is esfablished 
upon it, except for purposes ef trade with the Indians. : 

We are unable to determine which is the most elegible route for a 
road, from the various points which have been suggested for its 
commencement and termination. A prairie ridge which divides the 


waters of the Wisconsin and Rock rivers, and which terminates in, 


several ridges on the Mississippi, passing the Blue Moundsbya gras 
dual descent, -to the Four Lakes, presents a good route for the wes- 
tern section, a distance of about eighty miles. To promote the in~ 
terests of the eastern part of the Territory, two routes may be cho- 
sen diverging from this point, and terminating, the one at Green Bay, 


-~ passing’ by Fond du Lac, and the other at Milwaukee or Racine. 


The length of this road will be about one hundred and fifty miles. 
Until an examination and survey by a competent board of Engineers 
is made, no correct estimate can be formed of the probable cost of 
the work; and your memorialists respectfully ask that an appropri- 
ation may be made by Congress for this object. 

Your memorialists respectfully pray that this work may be regard- 
ed by your Honorable bodies as a territorial work, to be undertaken 
for the benefit of the present Territory and future State of Wiscon- 
sin; and that whatever sum in moncy may be granted by Congress 
towards it, may be placed under the control and expended under the 
direction of the Legislature of Wisconsin.

tember, 1832, being of an average width of about fifty miles, and in 
length about three hundred and fifty miles, has become so densely 
populated as tocontain atleast fifteen thousand inhabitants—that im- 
mediately west of said purchase is situated a region of country for 
farming purposes, not exceeded by any on the Upper Mississippi; 
and though, to the enterprising agriculturist, the region of country 
above spoken of is desiiable, yet from its peculiarities, possessing 
but little game, itis useless to the rude, uncultivated red men. Your 
memorialists would further 1epresent, that the inhabitants of the said 
purchase are crowded upon hor western borders; and though getting 
upon the Indian land would do the Indian no real or substantial inju- 
ry, yet fo all who are acquainted with the disposition of the red man, 
it must be apparent that such circumstances would be well calculated 
to produce results appalling to every lover of hig country. To make 
a purchase of the Indians, as desired by your memorialisis, would be 
placing in the hands of that unfortunate race of people the means of 
subsistence, as well as relieving them from the speculating grasp of 
the Indian trader. Your memorialist. believe that to place the In- 
dians independent of the trader, would be done most effectually by 
purchasmg of them‘land which to them is valueless; and would 
follow as a matter of course, their removal to lands affording abun- 
dance of game. 


© Your memorialists would therefore request that puehase may be

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the territory of Wis- 
consin, respectfully represents: 


That it has ever been the wise policy of our government to afford 
every facility and protection to commerce, both foreign and domes- 
tic, and that it has only been necessary to make khown the neces- 
sity of special aid from our general government, to secure to that 
great source of national wealth, the earliest attention and most effi- 
«<ient protection, by diminishing, as much as possible, the dangers 
of navigation in all parts of our country, to which its commerce is 
extended. Entertaining these views, your memorialists, who are 
probably more directly interested in the prosperity and success of 
the commerce upon Lake Michigan, and the western rivers, embraced 
within the Territory of Wisconsin, than of any other portion of the 
Union, ta’ s the liberty of calling the attention of Congress to the 
unparalleled increase.of shipping upon the lake within the last five 
or six years, which can only be accounted for by the rapid settle- 
ment of the Territory, which your memorialists have the honor to 
represent. This increased and increasing shipping upon the lake, 
in favor of which we solicit, with deep and intense interest, every 
facility and aid that a sound and liberal policy would scem to dic- 
tate, is at present entirely exposed to the merciless ravages and de- 
structive influence of the winds and waves on the whole western coast 
of the Jake. On this grand body of water, from Chicago, in the 
state of Ilinois, to the mouth of Gieen Bay, a distance of about 
four hundred and fifty miles in extent, there are no artificial prepa- 


rations for the refuge of vessels from the frequent gales and storms , 
of the lake, or beacons established to enable the mariner to seek a - 


natural or partial harbor, or avoid shoals and reefs that mtervene 
on this extended coast. Within ‘the limits before specified, on the 
western coast of the lake, numerous towns are spiinging up, and the 
country rapidly settling with intelhgent and enterprising inhabitants, 
who highly merit all the aid and encouragement that may be derived 
from the most secure navigation of the laké; for they are compelled, 
in the prosecution of their business, to expose their lives and proper- 
ty. Your memorialists do not conceive that any argument is necés- 
sary to convince ordinary intelligence, that the commerce upon the 
lake imperatively demands the most efficient aid and protection that 
can be afforded by the ercction of light-houses, and the construction 
of artificial harbors at the most prominent points upon the western 
coast of the lake; and would meiely refer to the recent distressing 
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losses of lives and property, to dissipate any doubts that may exist.» 
As an act of humanity to those necessarily exposed to the dangers 
of the lake, and justice to the enterprising settlers of the country 
within our Territorial limits, your memorialists would respectfully, 
yet firmly, urge upon the consideration of Congress, the propriety 
and expediency of causing harbors and light-houses to be construct- 
ed at such suitable points on the western shore of Lake Michigan, 
as will afford every facility to commerce, and a refuge at all times 
to the passenger and mariner from the dangers of the lake naviga- 
tion. Your memorialists also beg leave respectfully to remind: your 
honorable bodies of the importance, to our Territory, of improving 
the navigation of the Mississippi, Wisconsin, Fox, and Rock rivers, 
and respectfully refer to the message of his Excellency, Governor 
Dodge, of the 25th October last, as evidence of the high apprecia- 
tion placed upon these great natural channels of internal communi- 
cation and commerce in the heart of our country. Your memorial- 
ists therefore respectfully recommend that Congress make the fol- 
lowing appropriations, during the ensuing session, to wit: 


The sum of thirty thousand dollars for the improvement of the 
harbor, and the construction of a light house at Milwaukee, situa- 
ted at the mouth of Milwaukee river; the sum of twenty-six thousand 
dollars for the improvement of the harbor and the construction of a 
light-house at Racine, situated at the mouth of Root river; the sum 
of six thousand five hundred dollars for the survey of a harbor and 
the erection of a light-house at the mouth of Pike river; the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars for a harbor and light-house at the mouth 
of Sbeboyagan rivers the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars for a 
harbor and light-house at the mouth of Manitoowoc river; the sum 
of twelve thousand dollars for a harbor and light house at the mouth 
of Kewatnee river; the sum of six thousand four hundred dollars 
for the survey of a harbor and the erection of a light-house at the 
mouth of Twin rivers; the sum of twenty thousand dollars for the 
construction of a pier, and the establishment of a beacon light at 
Long Tail Point, at the head of Green Bay; the sum of six hundred . 
dollars for buoys to mark the ship channel from thence to the mouth 
of Fox river; the sum of two thousand dollars for the survey of Fox 
river, from its mouth to Fort Winnebago; the sum of two thousand 
dollars for the survey of Wisconsin river, from Fort Winnebago to 
its mouth; also the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars for the 
survey of Rock river. 


Your memorialists also respectfully request that the necessary 
sum may be appropriated to complete the opening and building of 
the military roadalready surveyed ftom Chicago to Green Bay.

vancing daily in wealth, enterprise and industry, seldom known in 
the firstsettling of new countries. Nor is the spirit of enterprise and 
industry limited to her flourishing towns and villages; through the 
whole region of this country are widely extended and cultivated 
farms, where all the busmess of commerce, agriculture, and domes- 
tic industry, are prospering’ to an unparallelicd degree. ‘Che settlers 
on the public lands have migrated to this interesting district in good 
faith, relying upon the liberal policy of the general government™ 
heretofore extended to the settlers on the public lands, for protection 
in the possession of their homes. Many of them have expended 
nearly all of their means in the improvement of the country, which 
has enhanced the value of the public domain to a considerable extent. 
The Legislative’ Assembly of this Territory, repose entire confidence 
in the wisdom and patriotism of the Congress of the United States, 
for the passage of pre-emption laws to enable him to purchase the 
land on which he has placed his labor, at the minimum price as now 
established by law, without which wise and humane system of pro- 
tection, the occupant may easily be deprived of hig home, and his fa- 
mily reduced to wretchedness and despair, by placing in competition 
with the speculator, who, by paying’ a small sum more for the land 
than the occupant is able to pay, and thereby take from him the ho- 
nést earnings of his own industry, by buying the land which he has 
selected with a view of making it his permanent home, and increased 
its value four or five hundred per cent, without paying him any 
compensation therefor, completely placing it in the power of the spe- 
culator, to either monopolize a great part of the public land and re- 
tard the settlement and improvement of the country, and create the 
relation of landlord and tenant, or an unlimited moneyed aristocracy, 
both of which arc dangerous fo civil liberty. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, 
in Congress assembled. 


The memorial of the Legislative Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Wisconsin, respectfully sheweth: 

That the settlements in this Territory are principally confined to 
the lands bordering upon Lake Michigan upon the cast, and the Mis- 
sissippi river on the west, leaving a vast country intervening of great 
fertility of soil, well watered and timbered, and now owned by the 
government, throdgh which run the Fox and Roek rivers, besides 
numerous other streams of less magnitude, whieh for the want of 
some means of communication with the interior, remain unoccupied 
and unimproved. Your memorialists would further represent, that 
there are no means of communication between Milwaukee on Lake 
Michigan and the Wisconsin and Mississippi rivers, but by Green Bay 
or Chicago, a distance of four hundred miles, whereas the distance 
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by a direct route from Milwaukee to the Mississippi, is less than one 
hundred and fifty miles. At the last session of Congress, there was 
a mail route established from Milwaukee, by the way of the city of 
the Faur Lakes to Mineral Point, which has not:yetbeen carried into 
effect, for the want of bridges across some streams on the route, and 
passable roads. : ‘ 

By the construction of a territorial road from-the mouth of Mil- 
waukee river to Madison, between, the third and fourth Lakes, and 
from there to some point on the Mississippi river, the value of. the 
public lands will be greatly enhanced, the settling of the country 
greatly facilitated, its vast agricultural; mineral, hydraulic, and com- 
mercial resources developed; and without which they mustong re~ 
main waste and unimproved. The transportation of the mails will 


: be greatly facilitated, and made safe, and which, in the present state 


of the roads, cannot be transmitted with safety, expedition, or regu- 
larity. It will be of manifest utility in the transporting of troops and * 
munitions of war. - 
Your memorialists might present to you many other advantages, . 
but deem it unnecessary. : 
And your memorialists will ever pray, &c. 
The Secretary was directed to inform the Council that tho House

The following memorial to Congress from the Council, relative 

to internal improvements, was taken up, considered, and adopted: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, 
in Congress assembled, 
The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 
consin, respectfully represents: 3 
That the cbstructions occasioned by the rapids in the Mississippi, 
to its navigation, deserve the speedy attention of Congress. The 
trade of this river, it is believed, exceeds two millions of dollars per 
annum, the whole of, which passes these rapids. The delays- in 
lightening over them, the loss of property, and the risk run,-your 
memorialists believe equal to ten per cent.—an amount nearly equal 
fo what would be necessary to make the navigation good. Your 
memorialists believe that the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars will be sufficient fo improve the rapids, if properly expended. 
They were pleased to see that Congress, at their last session, gave 
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4 - - 
their attention to this subject, in the appropriation of forty-thousand 
dollars. ‘They therefore pray, that such further appropriation may- 
be made as will complete the work. 

Your memorialists would further represent, that in some measure 
connected with the improvement of the navigation of the Mississippi, 
is that of the Rock river. Itis yery desirable that a communication to 
to the Lakes from the Mississippi, should be opened. The improve- 
ments of the navigation of the Rock river, to as high a paint as practi- 
cable, would do much toward the opening of this grand communi- 
cation. H is therefore asked, that Congress will give to this subject 
due consideration, and adopt such measures in relation thereto, as in 
their wisdom they may deem best. Your memorialists further re- 
present, that the Des Moines river, which forms a portion of the 
northern boundary of Wisconsin, is a fine stream, and by some im- 
provements canbe rendered navigable into the heart of a valuable 
country, that is now rapidly setiling for eighty miles up. There is 
but one obstruction to its navigation, the’ Des Moines rapids, so 
called—which, it is believed, can be improved by an appropriation of 
twenty thousand dollars. Your memoualists respectfully submit to 
Congress the propriety of causing a survey and examination of said 
rapids, to be made with a view of having the same improved. 


Your memorialists respectfully ask, that an appropriation may be 
granted for the survey and improvement of the Fox river. The syb- 
ject of this improvement has been repeatedly presented for the con- 
sideration of Congress, and favorably received; but no bill making 
an appropriation has finally passed both houses of Congress, for cau- 
ses which have defeated many other valuable works projected for the 
internal improvement of the country. All of the rapids upon the 
stream are from the outlet of Winnebago lake to Depere, a distance 
of thirty-one miles: these may be overcome either by canals or dams. 
To produce a slackw&ater navigation, the dams in this distance Is 
about one hundred fect. This improvement, in connection with the 
canal which is now constructing across the Wisconsin Portage, will 
make this northern route from Lake Michigan tothe Mississippi, by 
the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, equally advantageous to government 
and the public. It is supposed this important work may be con- 
structed with the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars; and this ap- 
pviation is respectfully asked of your honorable body. 

Your memorialists further represent, that the most northern har- 
bor on Lake Michigan, which has been surveyed under the authori- 
iy of the War Department, is the mouth of Fox river, at the most 
southern extremity of Green Bay. It appears m the mouth of this 
stream there is a sufficient depth of wafer to adt the passage oi 
any vessel navigating the Lake, to the towns of Navarino and Astor, 
which are stluated near the mouth, and the town of Depere, six miles 
above. It is presumed thatif buoys are placed along the edge of the 
hank which is formed by the deposit of the river, ın the head of the 
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bay, and a beacon light on the outer cape of the head of the bay, no 
other improvement will be necessary to render this a safe harbor. 
From the mouth of Fox river to the entrance from Green Bay into 
lake Michigan, a distance of ninety miles, the bays and islands give ‘ 
protection to vessels from every wind. On ascending the lake, from 
the extremity of the Peninsula, it is eighty miles to the Kewaunee 
river, the first stream of any magnitude in this distance.. ‘Fhe mouth 
of this river was surveyed during the last season by the United States 
engineers, and we beg leave to refer to-their report to the War De- 
partment, in which we understand their opinion is expressed that it is 
practicable to construct a harbor there, and the great extent of coast 
along which there is no safe anchorage, shows its importance. From 
Kewaunee to Nioshu or Twin river, is thirty miles. We are in- 
formed the same Engineer made a particular survey of the mouth of 
this stream, and found as much-or more water on the bar as at any 
other stream, except Fox river. Six milées*further is the Manitoo- 
woe river, one of the largest rivers tributary to the lake, and the next 
in size tothe Milwaukee. This was aiso surveyed by the Engincer, 
and a favorable report made. From Manitoowoc to Pine river, is 
nine miles; from Pine river, it is nineteen miles to the Sheboyagan 
river, which is-one of the largest and most beautiful streams in the 
Territory. It was surveyed at the same time, and a like favorable 
report made. From this to the mouth of Saukec river is thirty-five 
milés; from Saukee river io the mouth of Milwaukee river is thirty 
miles; and from Milwaukee to Racine river is twenty miles. The 
report of the Engineers, who surveyed the mouths of these Streams 
-for harbors, will, we have no doubt, show not only the practicability 
of the improvement, but their value and importance to the public. 

The settlements which are rapidly advancing along the border of 
the lake, and the commercial interests of the Territory, which are 
increasing daily, require the immediate construction of good and 
convenient harbors and light-houses at the mouths of the several 
streams above mentioned, to facilitate commerce, and for the pro- 
tection of the lives and property of our citizens. 

Your memorialists would further call your attention to the impor- 
tance of the survey of the mouth of Pike creek and river, which are 
within a half mile ofeach other, offering the first opportunity for the 
erection of a harbor north of Chicago, on the west side of lake Mich- 
igan, a distance of fifty-five miles, which fact is a sufficient encou- 
ragement, without any thing further being said. We would, there- 
fore, recommend an appropriation of five hundred dollars for that 
purpose. = 

It has ever been the wise policy of our Government, to afford every 
facility and protection to commerce, both foreign and domestic. It 
has only been necessary to make known the necessity of special aid 
from our general government, to secure to that great source of na- 
tional wealth the earliest attention and most efficient protection, by 
diminishing, as much as possible, the dangers of navigation in all 
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parts of our country, to which its commerce isextended. Entertain- 
ing these views, your memorialists call your attention to the unpar- 
allelled increase of shipping upon the lake within the last five or six 
years, which can only be accounted for by the rapid settlement of 
the Territory, which your memorialists have the honor to represent. 
This increased shipping upon the lake, in favor of which we solicit 
every facility and aid that a sound and liberal policy would seem to 
dictate, is at present entirely exposed to the winds and-waves on the 
whole western coast of the lake. On this grand body of water from 
Chicago, in the state of Illinois, to the mouth of Green Bay, a dis- 
tance of about four hundred and fifty miles, there are no artificial 
preparations for the refuge of vessels. Your memorialists therefore 
respectfully recommend that Congress make the following appropri- 
ations during the ensuing session, to wit: 

The sum of thirty thousand dollars for the improvement of the 
harbor, and the construction of a light house at Milwaukee, ‘situa- 
ted at the mouth of Milwaukee river; the sum of twenty-six 
thousand dollars for the improvement of the harbor, and the con- 
struction of a light house at Racine, situated at the mouth of 
Root river; the sum of six thousand five hundred dollars for the sur- 
vey of a harbor and the erection of a light house at the mouth of 
Pike river; the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars for a harborand 
a light house at the mouth of Sheboyagan river; the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars for a harbor and light-house at the mouth of 
Manitoowoc river; the sum of twelve thousand dollars for a harbor 
and light house at the mouth of Kewaunee river; the sum of six thou- 


sand four hundred dollars for a survey of a harbor and the erection. 


of a light house at the mouth of Twin rivers; the sum of twenty thou- 
sand dollars for the construction of a pier, and the establishment of 
a beacon light at Long Tail Point, at the head of Green Bay; the 
sum of six hundred-dollars for. buoys to mark the ship channel from 
_thence to the mouth of Fox river; the sum of twenty-five thousand 


dollars for the improvement of Fox river from its mouth to Fort 


Winnebago; the sum of two thousand dollars for the survey of Wis- 
consin river from Fort Winnebago to its mouth; also, the sum of 
one thousand dollars for the survey of Rock river. i 

Your memorialists also respectfully request, that the sum of thirty 
thousand dollars may be appropriated, to complete the opening and 
building of the military road already surveyed from Chicago to Green 
Bay.

T seem to be called upon to make a few remarks in acknowledg- 
ment of the distinguished mark of favor conferred upon me by the 
unanimous adoption of the resolution just read. I undertook the du- 
ties of this Chair with doubt, diffidence, and distrust of my own pow- 
ers, and I relied almost cntirely upon the individual good feelings of 
the members towards myself, when I accepted the appointment. I 
am most happy in the opportunity of expressing to you how fully my 
anticipations have been realized, and it is with pride and pleasure 
that I now look back upon the friendly determination evinced by your- 
selves during the whole session, to make my situation casy and agree- 
able. In the various discussions which have taken place on the floor 
of this House some excitement and warmth of feeling have prevailed. 
There has been one subject settled of more than ordinary interest— 
it has elicited all the ingenuity, tact and talent of the House in de- 
bate, and some asperity of feeling. It has been a measure of such 
absorbing interest as-to color, in a degree, the other proceedings of 
this body. I have been in the minority on this question; my votes 
will be found on the side of those who ardently resisted the course 
that question lias taken. 

It is some gratification or me to reflect that under all these circum- 

- stances, not a single appeal has been taken during the whole session, 
from the decisions of the chair. I mention this, not for the purpose 
of showing that I was always right, for I have not the vanity to pre- 
sume so, but for the purpose of expressing my gratitude to the mem- 
bers of this body, of all parties, who have from the beginning to the 
end, extended their kindness so far towards me, and who haye, in 
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a measure, rclieved me from all embarassments and difficulties, in 
the situation which is drawing to a close. ; 

The duties of the session are now over, and we are about to de- 
part to our various homes. We have not been able to do-as»much 
perhaps, as our constituents have expected of us, but I do think, un- 
der all the circurastances, much more could not have been reasona- 
bly anticipated. We assembled, strangers to each other, coming 
originally from different quarters of the Union; each one bringing 
with him his carly feelings and prejudices, aud wedded to some fa- 
vorite system of laws, and all of us, or nearly so, inexperienced in 
legislation. By the next session, we will be able to understand cach 
other better, as also, the wants and wishes of the people, and we shall , 
be able to effect more. I do sincerely believe that all unpleasant 
feelings, (if any now exist between the different members) will be 
before that time buried and forgotten. 

I hope to meet you all, gentlemen, at the commencement of the 
next session, in the full enjoyment of health and happiness.

The undersigned respectfully informs your Honorable Body, that 
he contests the right of Alexander J. Irwin, who has been returned 
as a member of the House of Representatives for the county of 
Brown, to his seat as such, and claims the right to be admitted as a 
member duly elected, for the said county of Brown, instead of the 
said Alexander J. Irwin. 

The undersigned respectfully states the following grounds for con- 
testifig the election of tho said Alexander J. Irwin; viz: 

Ist. The election held at Henry Merrill’s store, at the Portage of 
the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, on the 10th day of October, 1836, 
was illegally held there, because the place where the said election 
was held is, and was at the time of holding the same, within the pre- 
cincts and control of the military garrison of Fort Winnebago, on 
ground reserved for military purposes, and. within the exclusive ju- 
risdiction of the United States, and over which the laws of this Ter- 
ritory do not extend. 

2nd. At the said elcction held at the time and place aforesaid, the

Minutes of evidence taken on the contested election of Alexander J. 
Irwin, by George M Williams. 


' Novemser 9, 1836. 


E, Childs, testified that he had in his posssession copies of the 
poll-books of the precincts in Brown ccunty, in which said illegal 
votes were alleged to be taken; that he was sheriff of Brown coun- 
ty at the time, and had the original copies of all election returns in 
said county; that they were all in the executive office of the Terri- 
tory; that there were eight precincts mentioned in the Governors 
proclamation, and that the precinct at Merrill’s store was one of them. 
‘That he’ was familiarly acquainted with t!-e situation of the neigh- 
borhood, and that said store was in the limits of the military post at 
Fort Winnebago, and that sentinels were posted at different points 
Without the garrison to prevent persons {rom coming within said forts 
that he had seen notices posted up on the door of Merrill's store for- 
bidding persons from entering the limits of the post, and said Mer- 
rill was suttler to the garrison; and that the lands on which said 
store is erected was reserved for milltary purposes; that his busi- 
ness as sheriff led him to be acquainted with all the citizers of the 
precinct, and that some of the names on the list of illegal voters 
were known tahim as the names of some of the soldiers of the gar- 
rison, and that some were not citizens of Brown county, and some 
of them were foreigners; and that said Irwin was Postmaster at that 
point, and does not know of his resignation. 

>- Judge Doty, testified that the suttler’s store was within the com- 
mand of Fort Winnebago, that he frequently saw notices posted on 
the door of said store forbidding the citizens fio.n coming: on the 
public ground; that said store was on the land reserved for military 
purposes; that sentinels were placed to prevent citizens from enter- 
ing within the command; that E. M. Lacy is an officer of the army; 
that hé knows.of_ two or three of the voters who were not citizens; 
that the United Siates,roid passes between the suttler’s store and 
garrison; and that he did not know that persons wore prevented 
from voting on the day of election in consequence of the store being 
within the limits of the garrison, ~~ i 
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Judge J. P. Arndt, testified that suttler’s store was on the milita- 
yy reservation, and always understood the road between the store 
and garrison to be a highway; also, that the officer of the garrison 
keeps sentinels posted on the bridge to prevent some of the’ citizens 
from passing; that Irwin has been post master for several years; 
does not know whether he acted as such after the election; that the 

“governor in his proclamation required the election to be held at 
Merrill’s store. 
Cross examined: Has known officers of garrison to forbid per- 


~ sons the suttler’s store, and that they exercise Jurisdiction over said 


siore. . 

H. S. Baird, knows E. Lacy tobe an officer of the garrison; that 
the Governor in his proclamation named Merrill’s store as one of the 
precincts; and that said proclamation was published in the newspa-~ 
pers and that two precincts in the Indian country were named in 
the proclamtaion; knows Irwin to be post master, but does not know 
whether he acted as such after the election; that the name of the 
precincts in the Indian country were Menomonee and Butte des 
Morts.

Berry Haney, sworn: Witness is acquainted with the situation 
Henry Merrill’s stores; has frequently seen sentinels before the 
store on the bridges public road passing between store and garri- 
son; neyer saw sentinels above the bridge; has seen sentinels on 
the side next to the Fort; has seén an order posted on the suttler’s 
store, from the commandant at Fort Winnebago, forbidding persons 
by name trom coming to Henry Merrill’s store; persons forbidden 
were Maschell St. Cere and Wallace Rowan; Rowan lives about 
one mile and 600 yards from Merrill’s store; calls himself and passes 
for a free white man3 doubtful about his blood; St. Cere claims to 
be a citizen, but does not deny mixed blood; witness knows Simeon 
Reynolds to have becn a soldier at the Fort on Saturday preceding 
election; election on Monday; also knows a man by the name of 
Crailey: Crailey lives across Wisconsin river at Paquette’s place; 
knows Patrick M’Nulty and ———— Dechouquette; M’Nulty lives 
across Wisconsin river at Council house; Dechouquette at black- 
smith shop near by, in Brown county. 


James H. Lockwood, sworn: States that Antoine Reed lives at 
Prairie du Chien and is a foreigner; George Fisher lived at Prairie 
du Chien about one month preceding election; witness believes re- 
moved to the Portage to live with Paquette; Fisher js a-citizen; Jobn 
Campbell lives at Prairie du Chien, and isan Irishman; Gabriel 
Ranger is a foreigner, formerly lived about Prairie du Chien; never 
allowed to vote there to knowledge of witness; Patrick O’Connor 

Irishman) discharged soldier at Prairie du Chien about a year since; 
not naturalized to knowledge of witness; never yoted af Prairie .du 
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Chien; witness does not know that he ever attempted to. Witness 
does not know that persons named are the same mentioned in list of 


votes at the Portage.

E. M. Lacy, sworn; (questioned by Mr. Irwin:) Witness was 
present most of day at election; thinks it was well conducted; no 
order ever issued from Fort to stop persons travelling; has been at 
Fort 6 years, and never knew any one’ to be stopped on the road; 
about 1828 an obnoxious individual was prohibited from crossing river 
in public flat before the bridge was built; no persons ever stopped but 
Indians; bridge is on public road; sentinel kept then to prevent In» 
dians from crossing; witness knew of instance at Fort Niagara of 
soldiers voting at general election; election was contested and ‘de- 
cided that soldiers had right to vote; thinks it was mn 1829, perhapa 
’30; witness did not hear of any person distributing beer to get votes _ 
at election at Portage; was not there all the time. 

Cross examined: The road runs through the United States reser- 
vation; U. S. has jurisdiction over Sutiler’s store; commandant ne- 
ver exercised jurisdiction over the Post Office or office of Justice of 
Peace; commandant has forbid persons from trading at store; per- 
son has to go in to inclosure to vote; the orders posted on Suttler’s store 
prohibiting persons from trading do not forbid them from crossing’ 
bridge; merely intended to prevent whiskey traders from dealing at 
store; soldiers prohibited from crossing bridge. 

Questions by Committee: Does not know of any thing in rules of 
war prohibiting officers and soldiers from voting; deputy sheriffs did 
include soldiers in taking the census. 

Mr. Cox sworn: Witness has acted asass`t P. M. in Belmont; 
packages have arrived at Menomoneeville; A. J. Irwin is acting P. 
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M. there? witness is not familiar in the Post Office department; 
packages fram Menomonecville came last mail; way bill marked 
, 22d November, 
Cross question; Mr. Irwin’s name is not to way blll; way bill is 
issued as deputy P. M. Attest, WM. C. JONES. 


No. 8. 
Novemner 29, 1836. 


. Henry Merrill sworn: (questioned by Mr. Irwin ) One soldier 
voted without being challenged; all others (except Lieut. E. M. La- 
cy) were challenged by the inspectors, and took the oath prescribed 
by the statute of Michigan, with the substitution of Wisconsin; 
witness was one of the inspectors; ten soldiers, including Lieut. 
Lacy voted. Joseph Crailey resides at Paquette’s place apposite 
Fort. Shawnette is known to witness; resides near the Shantecs. 
Paquett2 resides part of timeat farm 12 miles from Portage. Witness 
has known Delarond; thinks he resides at the Agency. Antoine Cor 
vell resides at Agency; witness has known him two or three years; 
supposes him to be about 24 yearsold. Pierre Grignon resides near - 
“Portage on the east side Wisconsin. Antoine Grignon resides near 
the agency. Augustus Tiebault resides east of Wisconsin river. An- 
toine Reed lived at Portage at the time of the election; had not resi- 
ded there long. George Fisher resides 12 miles from Portage. 
John Campbell resided in Brown county at time of election, if wit- 
nossa is correct in supposing Indian country adjoining to be in Brown 
county; witness questioned all whom he supposed were not citizens, 
at election; thinks he questioned Mr. N’Nulty and Mr. Rooney; was 
told they were both Americans. Mr. Irwin was proposed for in- 
spector of clection by witness; Mr, Irwin declined, but being voted 
ia, served; election was properly conducted; witness has been inspec- 
tor several times and never knew election more fair; Mr. Irwin ob- 
jected to soldiers voting; questioned them closely; witness thinks he 
used all proper exertions to kecp soldiers from voting; witness’ opin- 
ion was, if men offered votes and took the necessary oath, could not 
be kept from voting. Witness is justice of the Peace} persons not. 
forbidden from coming to Post Office or on justice’s business; three 
or four were forbidden from trading at witness’ store; road from 
Green Bay to Prairie du Chien passes between store and Forts it is 
not customary to stop persons from travelling on road, except In- 
dians; thinks he was at Portage’at time of census; does not know 
whether troops were included. Witness does not know Edward R. 
Kelton. 

Cross examination: Order to forbid persons from coming to Fort 
was in force at time of election; Caldwell was employed in Indian 
service, in blacksmith shop; Witness supposes him to be American; 
Crailey resides part of the time at Paquette’s, part of time at home, 


} 1% miles distant; sometimes at one place, sometimes at other; Pa- 


quette’s is on west side of Wisconsin: Crailev is connested arith P~- 
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queite’s family. Witness does not know whether he is a citizen; 
speaks French broken; does not know whether he was challenged. 
Antoine Grignon: witness supposes him to be American; is half- 
breed; liveseast of Wisconsin; witness thinks he does not visit In- 
dian country much; has no family. Witness does not know whether 
Pierre Grignon is citizen; is brother of Grignon’s of Green Bay; has 
a wife; lives east of Wisconsin; witness has been told he was born 
in the country; does not know whether he was challenged; Pierre 
Shawnette iesides west of the Wisconsin river; witness does not 
know whether he is a citizen or whether he was challenged; Antoine 
Reed resided at Portage, at time of election; had not been there long; 
not over a months had been in Rolette’s employment, carrying mail 
from Fort to Green Bay; left Fort with Rolette’s men; Leanbreau 
resides at Paquette’s on west side of Wisconsin river; does not know 
where Benjamin Rolette resides; believes he is not one of Rolette’s 
men of Prairie du Chien; De la Ronde resides on east side of W is- 
consin river; had three inspectors at election; Daniel M. Whitney 
was third inspector; believes Whitney did not vote; thinks he was en- 
‘titled fo vote; does not know why he did not vote; heard him say he 
did not vote, without assigning reason; commandant at Fort has juris- 
diction over the ground of the store; could close the doors of the 
store; sentinels were never instructed to stop people from coming to 
store. Witness was present most of the time during election; does 
not know of liquors or meats being given to procure votes. Witness 
is Post Master; there is a post office at Menomoneeville; supposes A. 
J. Irwin to be Post Master; does not know him to have resigned; is 
not aware that Daniel M. Whitney made any objections to election. 


Questions by Mr. Irwin: Mr. Whitney was sworn af the same 
time as other inspectors; helped to canvass votes, and make return; 
election held in pursuance of Governor’s proclamation; persons pro- 
hibited from coming to store were not prohibited from coming on 
that day to vote; some of them did come. Witness did consider per- 
sons who were not questioned to be voters; it was intention of 
witness not to let illegal votes be taken; does’not think other inspec- 
tors took undue measures to procure illegal votes. 


Cross qaestion: Did not hear Mr. Whitney say that in consequence 
of illegal votes Mr. Irwin would lose his seat if elected; soldiers vo- 
fing was tatked of; thought likely election would be contested; did 
not know that R. F. Pullinger treated to beer, &c. to get votes; thinks 
about 75 soldiers at Fort; over 80 including officers; Crailey lived 
on east side of Wisconsin. Witness states that persons forbid to 
trade do all come to Post Office, and have been there since election.

EXAMINATION of Captain Low before the committee on the con- 
tested election of Alexander_J. Irwin. 


Novemser 80, 1836: 


Capt. Low sworn, 

Ques. by A. J. Irwin: When the Sheriff of Brown county took the 
census at Fort Winnebago did he take the number of troops under 
your command? 

Ans. He did; but I do not know the exact number he put down. 

Ques. When he, the Sheriff, called on you, did he state for what 
parposo he wahtedto take the number of the troops under your coma 
mand 

Ans- He did. He said it was for the purpose of taking the ceri- 
sus or enumeration of the men, women, and children of the Territo- 
ry, according to the order of government. 


Ques. Dosorle . th ` is a guard placed on any partof 
the road ne: < » sent people from passing to or from 
the garrison ot u a. o shu! 


Ans. There is a sentinel placed at the bridge to prevent Indians 
from coming into the garrison, but no citizen is prevented from tra- 
velling.on the public road; there are a few persons who are prohibited 
from coming to the garrison or to the suttler’s store on account of 
their being in the habit of selling whiskey to the soldiers, but they 
are not prohibited from coming there on any business but that of tra- 
ding. í 

Questioned by Mr, M Williams: 

Ques. This order is issued because you think the commanding 
officer has a jurisdiction over the reserved land? 

Ans. I do not think so. 

Ques. Does not the commanding officer exercise his authority to 
prevent persons from coming to the Suttlcr’s store? 

Ans. He does not exercise an arbitrary power in that matter; theré 
is a power in the commanding officer over the Suttler’s store and he 
does sometimes jssue orders to prevent certain persons, such as be- 
fore stated, from trading at the Suttler’s store, and Į think it is in ac- 
cordance with the regulations. : 

Ques. Does the commanding officer prevent persons from work- 
ing; thatis, cutting hay on the reserved tract? 

Ans. He has issucd such an order; but I believe he considers it 
the duty of the Marshall of the territory to remove all such trespass- 
ers. 

Ques. Do you know of any soldiers voting at that election? 

Ans. I do not. I issued an ordcy to prevent or prohibit any of 
the men under my command from voting on that day. 

Lieut, Hooe sworn. ( Questioned by A. J. Irwin:) Did you sce 
any of the persons who are prohibited in the order from trading at 
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thè Suttler’s store, at the election on the day ın question? 

Ans. I did see M’Donald and Martin Rooney, whose names are 
in that order, at theclection within the inclosure, but cannot say that 
they did vote. (Here the poll list was handed to Mr. Hooe) I how- 
ever see their names on the poll list as voting. 

Ques. Did you see any impropriety in or about the ground, or in 
conducting said election on that day? 

Ans. I did not. ` : — 

Ques. Did you see any whiskey or other liquor, given to persons 
for the purpose of gaining votes? j 

Ans. idid not. ~ 
Questions by Mr. M Williams: 

. Ques. What is your understanding about the order prohibiting 
certain persons from coming to the Suttler’s store? 

` Ans. My understanding is, that those men named in the order are 
prohibited only from visiting the store for the purpose of Trade. 

Ques. Is the Suttler’s store under the control of the commanding 
officer ? 

Ans. It is, so far as trading at it is concerned, but it is not as re- 
spects the post office or justice’s office, which are kept there. 

Ques. Did any soldiers vote at the election on the day in question? 

Ans. They did. I find the following soldiers names ou the poll 
list of said election, to wit: Charles Miles, of company E; Joseph 
Caldwell, of company F; Lieut. Lacy; Simeon Reynolds, of compa- 
ny D; William Laird, of company D; R. L. Pullinger, of company 
F; Stephen Brown, of company ©; John Curry, of company E; R. 
P. Robinson, of company E; James Smith, of company E. 

Ques. Were you present when the board of. inspectors were .or- 
ganized. f 

Ans. I was; heard Mr. Irwin object to his acting as inspector of 
the election, on account of his being a candidate, but the objection 
was overruled and the voters insisting on his service. ~

the inspectors of said election; that the said Irwin opposed the no- 
mination, and alledged as h's objection that he was a candidate for 
member of the House of Representatives, and that the mecting would 
not excuse him from sifting as one of said inspectors in consequence 
of said objection. F do further swear, that said election was con- 
ducted with perfect good order and regularity; that all the votes 
which Were challenged were challenged by A. J. Irwin, and that 
these votes were, with one or two exceptions, sworn in; that one or > 
two so challenged refused to swear in their votes-and withdrew 
them; that in the case of some enlisted soldiers of the United States 
army, Mr. Irwin was opposed toadministering the oath to them, but 
that it was the opinion of a majority of the inspectors that if they 
offered ta,take the necessary oath, they were bound to reccive their 
votes. I further swear that I was in company with A. J. Irwin for 
twoor three days prior to the election, and that I heard him say no- 
thing in regard to his own election, else than express a regret once 
or twice that he was a candidate, and a wish that he might not be

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONTESTED: 
. ELECTION OF A. L IRWIN. 

The select. committee appointed on the contested seat of Alexan-
